Decrease of Three Hundred
Thousand Dollars in Collections

for Fiscal Year Reported.
F"or rauROs which arc ns yet un-

asslgnod, the collections of the Rich¬
mond Internal revenue district for the
fiscal year ending yesterday show adecrease of 9 :t 2!».o4 R.5r», us comparedwith 1P12. According' to the statement
made out by Cashier Dozler last night,the receipts of Collector .\I. K. dowry'soflice for the last twelve months are
f6.7,J*2.1 4, as against collections of}$7,027,1 40.6fl for the twelve mouths pre-ceding.
On account of the mad rush of Fed-

ederal taxpayers yesterday afternoon,Cashier Dozler was unable to do more
than make up the rough total of 'he
year's collections, and no attempt to
separate ibe total into groups will be
made un'll to-day. Until the detailed
statements can he prepared, showingthe receipts from the various sources of
taxation, Collector Lowry will not bo
able to analyze his annual report and
assign the cause of the decrease.
Taxes on tobacco, cigarettes and

cigars and wines and spirits form the
bulk of collections. The removal of
the manufacturing branch of the It.
A. Patterson Tobacco Company from
Richmond to Louisville Is known to
have knocked finite a hole in the to- jbacco taxes of this district, althoughthe deficit has been made up to some
extent by the Increased outputs of
other factories In the district. With-
out the actual figures for calculation
before them, oflicers of the Internal
revenue oflice was disposed to credit
much of the $320,548.55 deficit to a
falling off In the output of tho dis¬
tilleries in this district. Several of the
whiskey-making plants of the .district
have been seized during the last yearfor revenue fr<^udB, all were closed
down at one time for repairs or irreg¬ularities, and the loss in distilling is
thought to have made a noticeable im-
pression in the year's totals.
